. _ Our special telegraph service, says the Stam 
Observer ‘in a recent Issue, some time back 
announced that the settlement. of all disputes on 
the frontler between Siem and the new French 
tersltcry was to be decided on the spot by a 
Commission composed of an equat number ‘of 
sepresentatives of the two nations, - This was an 
arrangement entered Into hetween the Mintster 
for FrenctrForeign Affairs and Prince Savasii at 
Paris, Atthe tlme we referred to itasa good 
augury for the future peaceful relations between 
France and Siam, and the way in which {t Is 
now being carried out confirms ss in that view, 
The initinl work -of all such undertakings 
naturally absorbs much time, With France, 

' perhaps, the difficulty lay In obtalning proper 
officers for the purpose--men who have koow- 
ledge of the country and the language if possible. 
Evidently France and Siam have come to the 
conclusion that it would be a saving of time and 
money (fthe Commission be as Il as possible, 
and they have decided upon aprolnting one 
Commisstoner only on each side, Perhaps this 
is the best course to take, Ifthe object to be 
attained be the quick and final settlement of.all 
disputer, The French Government natarally 
sought for its Commtsstoner locally, and there 
can be no doubt that its cholce has fallen bapplly 
on M. Emile Roland, a patriotic Frenchman who 
bas been resident In Siam for many years. The 
Slamese Commissioner {s known to be a strictly 
impartial man. possessed of a large modicum of 

_ found common-sense. In a month or six weeks 
the Commissioners will most probably meet at 
Battambong, where they will bave thelr head.

As far ss Penang fs concerned, writes ihe 
Stralts Maritime Journal we think the 
time has asrlved when some effort. may be 
made to unite the two bodies—The Engineers! 
Tustltate and the Marine Assoclatlon—and that 
thetr combined efforts, joined witb the Singapore 
Marine Club, may result in the vailous ordin- 
ances of the Stralis Government relating to 
shipping affairs belog brought {oto closer touch 
with the Merchant Shipping Act of 1894, j 

For the present we shall not go further Into 
the matter than to usge the propriety of union 
between the two focal bodies, This once 
accompllahed will vastly faclittate matters, and 
{t fs surely possible, in this comparatively smal!, 


/ community, to sisk sach minor differences as 


may exist, and for the good of the marine com- 
munity asa whole join together with the one 
object of protecting thelr own Interests, 

‘e are well acqualo'ed with the difficulties 
attending such amalgamaion. Ectween, the 
uppersand lower decks, matters have always 
been somewhat strained. Each looks upon the 
other as hin natural enemy, The better organt- 
ration of the Marine Engineer has enabled him 
to obtaln betler pay: It is true that some years 
ago the Engineers!

There fe no doubt that the inflaence and use- 
folness of a colted Marine Club would be much 
greater than can be exercised under present 
clecumstances, And we ask the serlous consi.

suggestions, On both sides there. would be 
something to give and to take, but, we belleve, 
If thé matter {s approached and discussed In a 
tight spirit it will be to the lasting benefit of all
